EUROPE’S ROAD TO RUIN cmon om cme ems ese 


UK roads are being built and widened, encouraged by European plans drawn up by Transport 
Ministers and the European Commission. Europe is developing a Trans-European Road Network of 
existing motorways and trunk roads and ‘missing links’. 


In Europe this paves the way for over 50,000km of new roads. The UK share of the Trans European 
Road Network (TERN) shows the depth of the Government's commitment to road construction. TERN 
Projects include the widening of the M25, the A303, the M62 and the A1 (see map overleat). 


MORE LORRIES ON OUR ROADS ome mms meses 


European road policies will increase freight traffic. Europe already has a huge amount of 
unnecessary freight movement. In the UK for example, Mark's and Spencer's ‘fresh’ sandwiches 
are not made locally, bul prepared and packaged in Derby and sent by lorry to all UK stores by 
7.30am daily. 


The development of TERN routes in the UK will only encourage this madness. It will not only mean 
the passage of more goods vehicles into and around the UK, but also encourage trans-UK traffic to 

use us a stepping stone between mainland Europe and treland. The result will be a vicious circle of 
more roads, more lorries, more congestion and more pollution. It is the road to ruin. 


ENVIRONMENTAL DISASTER cm om mm es 


The widespread environmental and health problems caused by roads and road building have 
already led to vigorous opposition. But there is another risk trom roads which is quietly escalating 
and must be stopped. Road transport is responsible for the fastest rising emissions of vast 
quantities of carbon dioxide (C02), the most important greenhouse gas causing climate change. 


Europe is a major global source of CO2, with road transport being one of the main culprits. The UK 
Government has committed itself to return CO2 emissions to 1990 levels by the year 2000. After 
2000 emissions are forecast to increase by 38% by 2020 - and one of the biggest contributors to 
that will be transport. 


Our dependence on roads must be brought to an end, and the TERN must not go ahead; itis 
imperative that a comprehensive assessment of all the environmental impacts and alternatives is 
carried out.
